MEETING MINUTES, GENERAL MEETING, 
12 NOVEMBER 96, by Rich Boyd, KE3Q 


The general (main) meeting of PVRC was held Monday night, 12/11/96 at the 
Church of the Nativity, Temple Hills, Maryland. 


First, the meeting was preceded by the usual dinner at Topolino on nearby 
Old Branch Avenue. About 12 were there for dinner. WR3Z and ND3A were 
the first ones there, K3MM (ex-KF3P) last. 


20 were present for the meeting. In order of sign-in: KE3Q, K3HH 
(ex-K3YDX), K3Z0, N3NT (ex-AA3HM), W3CP (ex-W3CPB), W3ZZ, N3RR, K3TLX, 
N3PRZ guest of N3RR, WK3I, AA4KD, KO7V, K4ZW (ex-KE9A), WR3Z, ND3A, WR3L, 
K3MM (ex-KF3P), N3RC, W3UR (ex-WR3E), W4CE (ex-KO4FM). New calls for 
seven out of 20! 


We discussed the growth in PVRC and the roster workup, slicing and dicing, 
that N30C and KE3Q have been doing, 570 total members of which 209 have 
moved out of the area, 228 are active in the area, and 133 are inactive in 
the area. We will be breaking the list into regions and forwarding the 
regional list to regional chairmen so they can introduce themselves to any 
they don't know, etc. 


N3RR, PVRC trustee, nominated the incumbent slate of officers for another 
year, the motion was seconded by W4CE and others and the officers were 
unanimously reelected. (Thank you.) 


PVRC on-the-air Reunion certificates were given out to those in attendance 
who had earned them and the club-high ARRL certificates were awarded to 
K3Z0 for the '96 ARRL DX CW and '96 ARRL DX Phone. Keep that top-10 
streak going, Fred!! 


For the benefit of those who weren't at the previous month's Vienna, 
Virginia meeting, various "iterations" of the intra-club PVRC certificates 
were shown to members, and the latest and best version was shown to the 
club for the first time. My perception was that the latest one was 
heartily approved of. Though all the PVRC certificates will not doubt 
become cherished items, the 1996 PVRC Reunion certificate, a different 
style than what we're going with now, will no doubt become a special 
collector's item! hi 


When we finally got to our main agenda item, "war stories" (from the 
recent CQWW phone and SS CW contests), WR3Z spoke about the W3GNQ 
multi-multi (was going to be multi-single, oops, W3GNQ second computer 
crashing due to RFI), W4CE spoke about the W4IY M/M at the QTH of KA4RRU, 
W3HVQ mentioned his third of a million points in WW and tenth of a million 
points in SS (John noted we all like to speak in terms of millions) and 
his experimental rotatable wire yagi for 40-10. W3AZ was able to put in 
16 hours for 60K in SS CW. kKO7V has been doing much antenna work for 
others and also has put up a pair of 100' AB-105 towers at his new QTH. 
He had hoped to have his TH7 stack and Cushcraft 2-el 40 up and going by 
now but has been too busy with his regular job and the antenna work for 
others (including KE3Q -- tnx!) on the side. 


W3ZZ's station is torn apart. Apparently Gene is building a nice new 
hamshack in his house and expects to be two-radio contesting capable 
eventually. He was at the W3GNQ multi also. 


Globetrotter ND3A has been traveling -- he didn't say where this time. He 
and his brother, WR3Z had hoped to guest op at WR3L in the upcoming COQWW 
but the antennas and coaxes on the new 90' tower at WR3L aren't quite 
ready yet. So, the Shapiro boys are looking for an alternate guest op 
opportunity. 


N3RR mentioned that his 85'-long Force-12 rotatable aluminum dipole at 
150' or so is working well. He commented on conditions being good in CQWW 
and your (CT or other) computer logging settings at 9600 baud instead of 
4800 baud makes your radio move to the spot noticeably faster. 


N3RR's guest, N3PRZ is Jason, an 18-year-old freshman at Montgomery 
College who N3RR met on the 147.0 repeater. Jason says he likes mobiling, 
and if I heard right, roving and giving out QSOs in the VHF contests. 

He's tech class now, which I took to mean tech no code but I'm not sure, 
but is studying for general now. He sought me out to fill out a 
membership application at the end of the meeting. I suggested he could 
get a second meeting in at the NW regional next Tuesday, and that N3RR 
could help him upgrade and get into mainstream contesting and such. 


WK3I was voted into membership. Richard is an electrician -- good guy to 
CW. He has a full wave loop for 80 and inverted vee and full wave loop 
for 160. Welcome, Richard! 


K4ZW, ex-KE9A, is still building his station after some years of overseas 
(like DU) assignments. He had a fine 2.3 million point outing in CQWW 
phone and that's just the start. He's building an 80M 4-square made of 
Rohn 25 towers, but will be at W3LPL for CQWW CW. 


W3UR was a 20M op at W3LPL for COQWW phone. He mentioned that conditions 
caused a slow start. The multi-multi category, always tough, has gotten 
tougher recently with K3LR's scores creeping up (big VE runs during the 
daytime help), and KC1XX's new multi-multi coming on the scene bigtime. 


Frank apparently says the W3LPL station has finished fourth before. But, 
the station was right there near the other top multis. Oh, W3UR is 
formerly WR3E, Bernie. (He's still Bernie.) He mentioned weird 


conditions, with no Scandinavia worked on 40 and 80 the first night, a 10M 
half hour opening to Europe (49 stations in 30 minutes) that others didn't 
get, and that the new 160M four-square worked well, 5-6 db advantage over 
the 160M slopers. Rates for that same time for K3LR weren't mentioned. 
Could it be that the 15M opening reached KE3Q (from the east) but didn't 
reach W3LPL 30 miles to the NW? Bernie mentioned the 15M run, or lack of 
it, as the main difference between the multi scores. 


K3MM was at V26B for CQWW phone, 20M op, made 4,000 QSOs in 162 countries! 
Nice job! The antenna Tyler used, a pair of 3-el monobanders, one fixed 
on Europe, the other rotatable. Tyler doesn't know how much he'll be 
going back to V26B, tho he's been given a permanent invitation to be part 
of this mostly-FRC operation (guess they like his work). Instead, he 
thinks he's likely to see what his home station can do, or do a single op 
Caribbean effort (from a 3-point QTH -- V2, being North America, is 
2-point). Unfortunately, one of Tyler's FT-1000MP radios got dropped or 
something in shipping home and got a little smashed -- he completed 
repairs an hour before SS, which he says was a mistake -- he had other 
radios to use and the stress of making the repair on a deadline detracted 
from his SS prep. In fact, getting home from Antigua just a few days 
before SS was not optimum for his SS performance. Still, he did a great 
job in SS and was in the pack of half a dozen top PVRC scores (that 
included K4PQL, KT3Y, himself, K3Z0, and KE3Q). Tyler had 1193 QSOS in SS 
CW! Then Tyler told us particulars of his unfortunate plane crash of last 
week. The early theory is a fuel flow problem during takeoff. In any 
case, it was apparently a total loss of power at 200-300' at the end of 
the runway, no chance of returning to the airport -- just had to ditch. 
Tyler and passenger (who he was hoping to sell the plane to) survived with 
just bruises. 


K3HH (ex-K3YDX) said "Murphy wears many masks." His TS-850 died before 
COWW phone. He also had some antenna problems and made some quick 
repairs. He was able to get on for some SS QSOs and hopes to do better in 
the upcoming contests. 


N3RC has put up an 80' Rohn 45 and is now looking for a tribander to put 
on it. Unfortunately, his XYL approval would only go so far as one yagi, 
not two, so the 2-el 40 he'd acquired was sold to K3MM (who will now have 
a 2/2 stack!). 


K3Z0 is 4th U.S. in the claimed scores for CQWW phone, single op high 
power. He noted DX stations in Europe were workable until our W3/W4 
sunrise! In SS Fred noted the bands were noisy the first night and he had 
to ask for fills on about every third QSO. 


K3TLX plans to be in Antigua (same station Tyler was at for phone) for 
COWW CW. He won't know the call until he gets there. 


W3CP (ex-W3CPB) did get on some for WW phone and for SS. (We were running 
over time-wise and I think Jim was helping us out by keeping his comments 
very short). 


WR3L was 15M single band low power in WW phone and got 102 countries. 
He's enjoying his DCU-1 CT-controlled Ham-IV rotator. If you have the 
callsign in the logging field control-F10 (I think he said) moves the 
antenna to the right direction -- the software automatically gets the 
country and heading from the call. Neat! Or, type in the beam heading 
you want and hit control-F10, as I understood it. 


N3NT (ex-AA3HM) was on with his stealth station from antenna restrictive 
Columbia, Maryland for WW phone and made over 100K in SS! 


KE3Q enjoyed single op assisted in WW -- was impressed with how fast you 


could "run" stations by grabbing them from packet. Enjoyed being in the 
pileups with the other SOAs like N3RR, N3AD, K3WW, and the multis like 
N3RS, W3LPL, and N2RM -- all weekend long. 


Christmas dinner 12/9 at Outback in Vienna, K3Z0 speaker. 


WR3L expects to soon have a Buckmaster update on line that will show 
callsign changes. 


(Thanks to N3NT (AA3HM) for his contribution to the minutes.) Meeting was 
adjourned.

Site. The meeting was held at the qth of N4AF in Apex. 


Attendees (by order of sign-in). N4AF Howie, KE4GY Frank, KT4LD Andrew, 
KS4XG Pete, K4MA Jim, AD4ZE Warren, WB4HFL Henry, N4CW Bert, N3QYE Jim. 


Membership- here we GrOw again...This was the second meeting attended by 
WB4HFL. Congratulations Henry ! 


Old Business. We went over results in CQWW SSB and ARRL CW. Results from 
PVRC/NC were great. Looking at the delta, last year, it was pointed out 
that PVRC/NC score additions would approximate the 1995 difference between 
PVRC and NCCC in sweepstakes ! Our, present, accumulated score is 
something over 500K SS points ! In reviewing '95 SS scores, Howie pointed 
out that K4MA, AC4Z0, AD4ZE, N4CW, and N4AF CW scores were ALL UP !!! In 
this group, AC4Z0, broke 100K using low power and dipoles. Of 25 scores 
submitted, in '95 NC SS CW, over a quarter are now PVRC/NC. Jim, K4MA, 
provided a nice report on the N4ZC M/M station and his 

experiences there in WW SSB 96. 


New Business. Henry, WB4HFL, was recognized and congratulated as our 
newest member. Frank, KE4GY, was welcomed- this was his first meeting. 
Howie, N4AF, talked about expectations for SS/SSB- things look good. 
There was a general discussion about plans, preparation, and strategy for 
the upcoming SS SSB contest. Because we had two video's and the evening 
was growing late, some topics were dropped in lieu of our next meeting or 
via internet discussion. (PVRC/NC membership is 100% internet active.) 
Courtesy of KS4XG, two videos of W3LPL/95 CQWW and K2GL "To Win The World" 
were shown. Pictures were taken for a future upload to the PVRC/NC 
website and, amid, 

more contest discussion, we adjourned.

Introductions/comments were made around the table. W4MYA claimed 1638/78 
in Phone SS and is planning a small M/M for CQWW-CW. N3RR made 687/78 
with his Multi/Single team in SS Phone. Just after the contest while 
setting up for WW-CW, his new IC775DSP apparently blew out it's finals. 

He later discovered it also had damaged is IC4KL amp. He will operate 
WW-CW SOA. George, W9VL, made 75k during phone SS. WB2BZR was "cruising" 
during WW phone. Greg, N50OKR, made 775/78 for 121k points low power in SS 
phone. K3SME is getting ready for the 160 contest season and has set up a 
phased vertical array ala N30C (ex-WA3WJD) and reports that it "really 
seems to work well". K3SKE op'ed at the W3GNQ MM during WW phone, where 
they had a myriad of technical problems. WD3A did 11k CW and 16k Phone in 


SS while suffering from telephone RFI complaints from the XYL. NB30 and 
K3TM will operate VO2WL (zone 2) for WW CW. K3TM contributed 83k for CW 
SS. Roger, "Power-Radio" K1DQV, put up an 80 meter dipole for SS phone at 
his new house in Ashton and made 207/48 - 20k on 80 low power. Roger 
plans to put up lots more wire on his 2.5 acre lot in the future. W32ZzZ 
did 35k in SS phone and will be doing EME stuff during COQWW. K3IXD made
